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This is a decision on the petition under 37 CFR 1.137(b), filed on March 24, 2006, to revive the above- 
identified application. The petition was recently forwarded to the Office of Petitions for a decision on 
its merits. The Office apologizes for any inconvenience. 

The application became abandoned on December 22, 2005, for failure to file a timely and proper 
response to the final Office action mailed on September 21, 2005, which set a three (3) month 
shortened statutory period for reply. On December 21 , 2005, petitioner submitted an amendment in 
response to the final Office action. Upon reviewing the amendment, the examiner mailed an Advisory 
Action on January 26, 2006, stating that the amendment did not place the application in condition for 
allowance. On March 24, 2006, petitioner submitted a notice of appeal, a request for an extension of 
time for response within the third month, and the requisite fees.

Petitioner submitted the required reply in the form of a Notice of Appeal and paid the 
requisite fee. Accordingly, the petition is granted. Petitioner must file an appeal brief within two 
months from the mailing date of this decision.
